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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 1,2, 4, 5,12, 13, 16, 18-23, 28, 29, 40, 46, 47 are rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Jones (3599524) in view of Polihronis 
(1599184). 

Jones discloses the use of a nut assembly for a stringed musical instrument, the 
instrument having an instrument body, a head, and at least one string (see figure 12), 
the nut assembly (120) comprising a nut receiving structure associated with the head 
end of the instrument, a nut main body having at least one string holder for securing an 
end of the musical instrument string, the nut main body being mountable to the nut 
(column 3, lines 25-35) receiving structure to secure the nut main body in a position to 
place the string secured by the string holder under tension. Polihronis (1599184) also 
discloses the use of a bridge (see figure 12), string anchors with recesses for receiving 
the strings (see figure 13). 

Jones does not disclose the use of a releasing structure. 

Polihronis (1599184) discloses the use of a nut assembly that allows the nut 
body to be readily released from the nut receiving structure (column 3, lines 21-43; 
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column 1, lines 1-10) and a block (6) mounted to the head of the instrument and recess 
to receive the block. 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to modify the device as disclosed by Jones with the replaceable 
means as disclosed by Polihronis (1599184) to preserve the proper length of the 
strings. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 3, 6, 14, 24, 51 and 30-33 are objected to as being dependent upon a 
rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all 
of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.

3. The applicant did not elect the grouping containing claim 45 therefor the claims 
that are dependent on claim 45 have not been prosecuted on the merits.
